Preparing for Exhibition. 



About six weeks before the 
fowls are to be exhibited select 
carefully the best specimens 
from your flock. Choose those 
that are best in all sections ac- 
cording to your reading of the 
Standard. Have ready for each 
fowl a coop at least 2x3 feet in 
size and sufficiently tall to allow 
a tbrcL-inch space between the 
comb of the fowl and top of coop 
when fowl stands erect. In the 
bottom of *ach coop put clean 
soft straw and fasten a tin cup 
to one side for water. Arrange 
the coops undtr shelter so the 
buds will l)e free from draught 
but wi 1 have plenty of light and 
ventilation. Peed regularly three 
times each day, paying attention 
to the co, or, wejght and plumage 
of the fowls. Keep good, sharp 
grit before them all the time. 
Each bird should be noticed 
careful y and fed only what it 
will eat up clean at each feeding. 
For morning feed give wheat 
and oats. At noon green food 
and table scraps and at night 
cracked corn. The corn will 
build them up in weight more 
«,uic*iy than any other food. 
Three times each week give 
them a small handful of sun- 
flower seed. These are to give 
lustre to the plumage. About 
twice a week feed a crumbly 
mash of bran, meat and oats 
mixed with sweet milk. This 
will keep the towles in proper 
condition and will aid in building 
■ p muscle and frame. At each 
feeding accustom the bird to be- 
ing handled. In the show room, 
a. gentle bird, one that seems at 
home in his coop will, be more 
likely to win a blue ribbon than 
one that flutters and throws it- 
self all out of shape when being 
judged. Two days befoie ship- 
ping begin treating the head, 
feet, leg> and plumage of the 
birds. Wash the leet and legs 
ii warm water, get every par- 
( eol <: ust and dirt off, rub 
with sweet oil or vaseline and 
polish with a soft flannel. Wipe 
the face, comb} gills and vattles 
with a w»ft cloth that has been 
tfnped in- warm water and rub 
( '.. . ]Mi-tu le oi icurf. Then 
la. eo of chamois skin and 

rti > i'. leathers carefully from 
he ■ ' nl. This will give the 
pK t a fine gloss. Repeat 
thi- • tment the day the birds 
are shipped. White fowls are 
me. i rouble to prepare lor ex- 
hibition because any dirt on the 
bo.'yr plumagfc^ives them a 
dingy appearance. If very dirty 
thr« -h-.uld be washed at least 
ou«. w before they are exhib- 
ited. This washing is a tedious 
work, but it can be done success- 
folly and without injury to the 
fowl if one wilj take time to give 
the bath properly. There should 
be three small tubs of lukewarm 
baler. Lather the entire body 
of the fowl with some pure soap, 



perfectly dry. Fowls th.it have 
nice clean qa|^terl and green 
grassy runs seldom Deed (ftta 
bathing'. When the time comes 
to ship the birds provide them 
with roomy coops so that the 
plumage will not be injured m 
any way. The coops should be 
large enough to allow the bird to 
stand tip straight and to mov< 
about without mus-ingthc feath- 
ers. They should be tight 
enough to prevent draughts and 
smooth inside to prevent feathers 
being broken. 

The first time I exhibited my 
fowls I followed these simple and 
practical rules and was reward- 
ed by taking premiums over 
those from whom I had bought 
my foundation stock, and they 
had been exhibiting poultry for 
years.— Mrs. Juliet K. Whit- 
thorne, in Poultry Gazette.

Poultry on Farms, 

If the farmers will make poultry 
a specialty on the farm and the 
Hocks be increased to a number 
that would permit the farmer to 
devote bit attention thereto, the 
profit received in proportion to the 
labor bet.tuwed would be larger 
than that derived from cattle. In 
fact, considering that the fowls 
the farms really receive little or no 
care is aloae sufficient evidence 
that with excellent management 
and the use of selected breeds the 
farmer would be more favorable to 
poultry if he would make the ex- 
periment. So long have the farm- 
ers overlooked poultry that it is 
surprising how many inquiries 
come from that class asking infor- 
mation on the methods of manage- 
ment, yet these farmers are well 
familiar with the care and manage- 
ment required for horses, cattle, 
sheep and swine. 

It is, however, creditable to such 
farmers that they are deposed to 
learu more, and they will make no 
mistake in placing the poultry de- 
partment <f the farm upon a plane 
higher than that occupied. The 
course t , pursue is to gradually in- 1 
crease the flock every year, and 
not venture too largely at first, so 

irig the business, and in a few 
) ears there will be a good profit 
coiniug in from poultry, the capital 
invested therein having been cre- 
ated by the tow Is during the pro- 
gress of development of the busi- 
ness Leave tbc female members 
of the family out, for they will not 
be able to uttend to large flocks, 
and begin in the poultry business 
with a determination to succeed in 
a few years, securing as much 
profit as possible with the least 
outlay for building and labor. 

It is not difficult to keep two or 
three hundred hens on a tarm, aud 
tuu or three hundred dollars thus 
picked up M ill buy all the extras 
which the farmer tiuds uecessary 
to purcha*e during the year. In 
this w ay he need not go iu debt for 
the numerous small things which 
canuot be produced on the farm, 
| and which of necessity must be 
purchased Every time he goes to 
i - a ii he can sell chickens aud eggs 
enough to pay for his purchase. It 
is the small things on the farm that 
run up a profit or losss in the ag- 
gregate, and poultry raising is one 
i,t the most important, though most 
neglected, industries on the farm. 
Other countries have found profit 
in poultry, and are shipping to 
America to supply the demand 
which should be met right here at 
home.

Poultry shows are not only an 
educator for the fancier, but all 
who attend if they desire it to 
be. There is not a breeder who 
is not glad to answer any ques- 
tions asked him regarding his 
stock, and especially point out 
the good qualities and show why 
his stock won or lost, and by 
having these points explained, 
and comparing one with the other, 
it is an object lesson that can not 
be learned in any other way. 
There are very few people who 
understand what it takes to con- 
stitute a good bird — that is, from 
a fanciers' standpoint. It is a 
very common thing to hear a 
person say, when standing be- 
fore a coop of chicks in the show 
room, "Isn't that a fine chicken," 
"my, that's a fine fellow," and 
they were, to one who knows 
nothing about chickens, any 
more than to admire them for 
their large size; but after the 
judge has passed judgement it 
was fouud that these chicks fail- 
ed to even get a place The 
show room offers an interesting 
study, apd should be more large- 
ly attended. — Farmers Home 
Journal.

IN A REMINISCENT VEIN. 

K. Fetch Tells of His Early 
Acquaintance With Several 
Varieties of Fowls. 



Tin White Plymouth Rock* 
legitimately claim lineal di 

1 the Plymouth rock*, for their 
jancestors were pure albino 
products of the barred tamily. 
Clin the winter of 1876, at Bangor, 
Me., Mr. Frost exhibited the first 
six|White Plpmouth Rocks. I was 
judgiug the exhibition. He offered 

give me one of the trios; 
stead of taking them, I advised him 
to go on breeding them, telling him 
I did not see why the same law 
tl.at followed pigeons would not fol- 
albinism in fowls. 1 knew white 
from Hlue Rock pigeoiiB mated to 
gether often breed white. This he 
concluded to do, and bred them un- 
der the name of "Dirigos. " Others 
secured them, rand by some they 
were called, "Snowflakes" for a 
time; but when adopted by the 
;rican Poultry Association they 
t into the Standard as "White 
Plymouth Rocks." 

They were less troubled with 
feathered shaks during their early 
days than their blue ancestors. 
Like all albino», they seemed to 
lack the hardiness of the colored 
birds, and fluctuated in their hold 
upon tbe breeders, so that their 
classes in our exhibitions were 
:r large ones. This condition 
has been influenced much by the 
prevailing belief that all white 
breetls are less hardy than the col- 
ored ones, :but since the White 
Wyandottes — a seemingly hardy 
white variety— have become so pop- 
ular that prejudice is dying out, 
the White Rock variety has taken 
on new life, and to-day we find the 
breed regaining the favor of the 
fanciers. 

rom the day these first albinos 
were shown .up to 1890 and '91, 
they passed a varied existence, un- 
er many adverse circumstances 
nd a strife for general acceptance 
/hen at the Indianapolis meeting 
for that year they were placed 
the list of thoroughbred fowls; but 
I can assure the public that never 
n any exhibition for the twenty- 
live years since their introduction, 
ias there been exhibited six birds- 
if this breed better in shape, in col 
>r, or.Jwith '„ brighter orange legf 
than those six.'at Bangor in tht 
inter of 18%. 

During their early history the 
most trying detects were 
green under thejscales in fore part 
of the shanks and the white so prev 
it in the earlobes; but all ex 
ts were held rigidly up to the 
law for disqualification fur white in 
earlobes, and shanks other than 
yellow, until by rigid selection the 
race appeared in the color the 
Standard demanded. 
There were several attempts to 
wallow them up under other 
ames. "White Middlesex 
one. Single comb white fowls with 
smooth yellow shanks were thui 
ihowed at Buffalo, but under tha 
lead failed to be recognized. 

It will be noticed that the Whiti 
Rocks plodded along tor fourteen 
•s before they secured Standard 
recognition. If matters not who 
besides may claim their pro- 
duction and introduction, to Mr. 
rost belongs the honor. 
One cannot well write of them ex- 
uBively, for the present product 
so closely connected with the 
White Wyandottes that to give an 
irate history they must be ac- 
knowledged as, in their present 
form, an amalgamation of blood. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
White Rock antedated the White 
Wyandotte ten full years, we see 
that the White Wyandottes were 
pted and placed in our Stan- 
dard (1891 edition) the same year 
the Rocks. The White Wyan- 
dotte was first brought to notice by 
the Rev. Mr. Briggs, then living in 
Ohio, soiui.' four years or more be- 
fore they were accepted. 

Their early history also was 
checkered -but here let me digress 
a bit. We had, all of us, learned 
by this time that no albino had a 
long life unless its blood was 
agthened by an infusion from 
r albino blood, and working on 
knowledge, different breeders 
rted to crosses for the above 
purpose. Albino males from Silver 
Laced Wyandottes were the most* 
alent, and later, wfc-m the 
pure albinos were bred together, 
iominated, the females more 
irally reverting to the original 
Wyandotte color. Males were se- 



cured, and small combed White 
Rock hens bred with thern. This 
was the most satisfactory yet. 
Rose Combed, yellow legged Ham- 
burgs, apd Rose Combed White 
Leghorns (then in their infancy) 
Were .1! 10 us< .1 in the manipulation 
of the White Wyandotte in its early 
atages. 

Still another element has crept in 
to better the size, constitution, and 
nd color of eggs, to wit:— the 
smooth legged White Wonders, (so 
tiled) these being produced from 
tbe cross of White^Vyandotte males 
ipon albino Brahma hens. To 
this cross we are indebted for the 
large dark shelled eggs in many of 
the Wyandotte flocks of the present 
day. 

a significant fact that a 
epecimen with pure white plumage 
in the Rocks more generally favors 
the Wyandotte type, while Wyan- 
dotte females with creamy color 
and yellow quill are more liable to 
beelongated and slightly convex 
•haped. thu3 favoring the Rock 
type. Small boned, short bodied, 
light weight Wyandottes are traced, 
,0 the ma jority of cases, to either 
♦Mtcessive use of the incubator, or to 
those families in which White Ham 
burg blood was used in their early 
biatory, while weight and slightly 
elongated bodies of recent date are 
traced unmistakably to the Brah- 
blood brought to such . families 
through the Wonder cross of White 
Wyandotte- Hrahma origin. 

The foregoing are all facts within 
the knowledge of the writer. Our 
exhibitions demonstrate which of 
the several families now on the 
rards are best appreciated. 
There is no denying the fact that 
ie Brahma infusion of blood has 
Ven constitution, and larger 
frames, and more uniform size, and 
color to the eggs, and thus tar done 
more to make the White Wyandotte 
a fixture and a popular favorite 
among the white plumed fowls of 
the land than any other cross used 
to give life and strength to albic 
m. 

That the Hamburg cross may not 
5 misunderstood, — be it known 
that the Standard for a time ad- 
mitted White Hamburgs with yel- 
low legs. The limitation on them 
expired about the time of tbe ad- 
mission ot the Rose Comb White 
Leghorns and White Wyandottes 
Thus you see they were utilized 
with both White Leghorn^ and 
White Wyandottes, and finally ab- 
sorbed by those two breetls. I re- 
member that on receiving some 
White Wyandotte eggs from a cer- 
tain breeder I returned half of the 
eggs with a note saying that I was 
not buying Hamburg and Leghorn 
eggs as White Wyandotte eggs. 

That season there was a great 
call for White Wyandotte eggs,— so 
great that a in a single week 1 sold 
$100 worth of them. 

The breed has come out of its 
transition state the strongest, and 
best breeding, and most popular of 
any breed ot albino origin that the 
country has ever known. 

The American Dominique. Here 
is a breed that shoule be immortal- 
ized as the ancestor of America's 
first and most popular breed— the 
Barred Plymouth Rock. It gave 
birth to a breed that, because of 
clearer color and greater weight, 
supplanted it. * 

The early specimens (from 1844 
to 1860) in New England were uni- 
versally those of single comb, and 
called "the hawk colored fowls" by 
the farmers of those days. These 
were the ancestors that figured in 
the makeup of the Plymouth Rocks 
s to 186'). But the best, and 
those of the rose comb which ulti- 
mately brought them into our Stan- 
dard as the American Dominique, 
were of french origin; the best spec- 
imens the writer ever saw, being 
those showed at Chicago's first ex- 
hibition in 1866, by Colonel How- 
land. 

For a number of years, up to the 
advent of the Plymouth Rocks, 
these were one of the most popular 
of ordinary sized fowls. Since this 
family has been allowed to drop in- 
to oblivion we have never seen their 
equal in any exhibition. Is it not a 
fact that for the past twenty years 
not a pen of them strictly first class, 
as described by the Standard, has 
.ppeared? 

The Plymouth Rock surpassed 
the Dominique, and caused its 
downfall. That, at their best they 

;re a unique and beautiful breed, 

ne can deny, and as an exhibi- 
tion variety it is a wonder to me 
that they are not resuscitated and 
made to embellish our many exhi- 
bitions. The far reaching demand 
that utility must accompany exhi-

sary. No one can name a breed, 
however beautiful in plumage, that 
has not a degree of merit in egg 
production compared w ith the best 
three or four in our list of thorough- 
breds, that has secured more than 
a fleeing existence. Even those 
who need not consider usefulness 
in catering to their taste for the 
beautiful, seem in poultry culture to 
retain only those breeds which sell, 
— the excitement being principally 
in the fact that they can make mon- 
ey in fowl culture —I. K. Pelch in 
Farm Poultry.

Leg Weakness. 

There are, seemingly, many 
causes of leg. leakness, among 
them being hereditary tendency 
to this disease, over-feeding of 
meat and rich feed, and bottom- 
beat brooders. Hereditary 
weakness is a hard thing to han- 
dle, and we would suggest that 
the chick be killed if it is in real- 
ly bad shape and there is known 
to be a weakness of the kind in 
its ancestors. If you have been 
feeding chicks heavily, cut down 
the rations and keep the afflicted 
chicks perfectly warm and dry, 
and keep them apart from the 
stronger chicks. If they are 
treated in this way and are fed a 
diet consisting principally of 
bulled oats and millet, nine 
chances out often they will be 
well and strong within three or 
four days. Avoid bottom heat 
brooders of all kinds, as tbe ex- 
perience of poultry raisers in 
general is that chicks kept in 
such brooders are apt to suffer 
in this way.— Mich. Poultry 
Breeder.

(d) Folks eay the Houdan crei.t 
prevents them from seeing hawks 
and other poultry; and so on and so 

li- 
lt is an old breed. This is an- 
ther reason many persons do not 
breed this«bird, because many per- 
i must have a thing that is new 
or odd in appearance or nothing. 

The best evidence that the Hou- 
dan is an excellet breed is seen in 
the fact that those persons who 
have handled it for a number of 
years are slow to displace it for 
any other. They see it is highly 
meritoriousjand so keep it in pref- 
erence U»any other known lo ■.-.), 

There is one feature of the Hou- 
dan that very much mars its beau- 
ty unless it is bred right— the crest 
and beard. But this is compara- 
tively easy of accomplishment, and 
then it is really a mark of beauty. 

A few of the many points of true 
excellence it possesses are these: 

(1) Ouick to grow and feather as 
a chick, making broilers almost as 
soon as the Wyandotte, Rock, or 
Brahma. 

(2) Fertility of eggs, nearly 
every one producing a chick under 
favorable conditions. 

(3) Early laying of pullets. 

(4) Great productiveness of the 
females, hens 3 to 5 years old lay- 

ng nearly as well as when they 
vere young. 

(5) Largeness of the eggs and its 
pure white shell. 

(6) Ease of cooSnement and per- 
fect contentment in restricted 
yards. 

(7) Almost perfect quality as a 
table fowl, both as to flavor of flesh 
and the very small percentage of 
waste in dress. The bones of the 
bird are very small, as are tbe 

atrails. 

(8) Beauty of plumage, when de- 
red, because it is one of the eas- 
:st breads to produce in attractive 

feather. 

(0) Longevity of the bird life. 

(10) Excellence, as mother* whei 
now and then one wishes a brood- 
It is classed as. a ^toon-incubating 
fowl, but quite a good percentage 
of the elderly females are liable to 

Are these qualifications not suffi- 
cient to entitle it to better recogni- 
tion.' Why do not more breed thn,.? 
I have tritd partially to answer the 
question, but in the face of the op- 
position those who adopt ihe Hou- 
dan as "one of the family " never 
more have cause to regret the ad- 
option. Really there is nol a bet- 
ter fowl in America or any other 
country.— California Culti valor.

Kev. B. M. Briggs, of Blackstore. 
Mass. He states that he origi- 
nally started with a White Wyan- 
dotte male and Barred Roci e- 
male, and continued in that line 
without using any other br>.>?da 
to cross in. He, of necessity, 
had to inbreed to some extent 
before he could produce a fixed 
type of birds.

Coronor Allensworth went to Em- 
pire Saturday and held an Inquest.

Price, were em 
paneled as a jury, 

G. \V. Lander wai the principal 
witness, who detailed the facts 
given above, He was corroborated 
by B; F. Grant. 

Deputy Sheriff C. J. Barnes 
stated that J. W. Anderson was 
suspected of the murder, as his 
shoes were found to fit the tracks 
leading from the place, after An- 
derson's arrest. 

The jury returned a verdict of 
murder from a gunshot at the 
hands of parties unknown. 

Before the finding of the body, 
Wm. and Ed Gold worthy , J. W. Ander 
son, Geo. Philips, Ellis Dlckard and 
two tramps named Barton, were ar- 
rested. Wm.Gold worthy resisted viol* 
entiyand attempted to shoot Duputy 
Barnes with a pistpl snatched from 
John Fields' scabbard. He was 
overpowered and disarmed. The 
men were all brought to this city 
Saturday afternoon and lodged in 
jail. 

Mr. Coffey'* Funeral. 

The body of the dead officer was 
brought to his home in this city, at 
203 East 18th street, and funeral 
services were held at 3 o'clock by 
Rev. C. H. Nash, of the Baptist 
church. Afterwards the Masonic 
Lodge, of which the deceased had 
been a member, took charge of the 
body and buried it with Masonic 
honors in Hopewell Cemetery . 

Mr. Coffey was S3 years old and 
a brave and efficient officer. He 
formerly lived in South Christian 
but later entered the service of the 
L. & N. Railroad as a special de- 
tective, which position he held until 
his health failed. He located at 
Guthrie and served a term as mayor 
of that town. Then he came to 
Hopkinsville and having regained 
bis health a year ago he was em- 
ployed by the Empire Coal Co. to 
guard its property. He had been 
there ever since and when the 
Sheriff's posse was sent he became 
one of the 30 deputies sworn in.

hated him. He stated to friends 
hen here two weeks ago that he 
as "marked" for slaughter by ths 
lawless element, but he never hesi- 
tated a moment.

November weather, summarized 
from Hicks' forecasts, w ill be about 
as follows: 

A reactionary disturbance will 
be central on 1st and 2nd, causing 
a rise in temperature, falling ba- 
rometer and scattering storms and 
squalls of rain and snow from about 
1st to the 3rd. A sharp, sudden 
rise of the barometer and change to 
colder will follow close after these 
disturbances, but a sudden change 
back to storm conditions will come 
about the 5th in western extremes. 
The regular Vulcan storm period 
begins on the 5th, is central on the 
7th and extends to the 10th. About 
Weunesday the 6th to Sunday the 
10th, storms of wind, rain and snow 
will make their transit from west 
to east across the country. A de- 
cided cold wave will be advanc- 
ed from the northwest before the 
low barometer and storms of this 
period reach the Atlantic. A sud- 
den return to warmer, low barome 
ler and rain and snow will be nat- 
ural about Monday the 11th tc 
Thursday the 14th. These reac- 



tionary storms will be followed by 
a more persistent and general 
change tc wintry conditions, and 
sharp cold will be general over 
central ;ind northern sections for 
several days leading up to the Vul- 
can storm period central on the 18. 
This Vulcan storm period extends 
from the 1 6th to the 20th. Some of 
the most decided storms of the 
month may be expected from about 
Sunday the 17th to Tuesday the 
21st. These storms will reach a 
crisis on and touching the 10th, 
rain, wind and thunder being fol- 
lowed in many sections within a 
few hours by northwesterly gales, 
driving snow and change to freez 
ing. The freezing weather follow- 
ing the last storms will react to 
warmer from the 23rd to 26th. 
Look for many more storms, large- 
ly of a blizzardous character, not 
more than forty-eight hours before 
or after sundown on the 25th, fol- 
lowed rapidly by a great rise of 
the barometer and a rushing cold 
wave that will be felt far to the 
south. Marked autumnal storms 
will be brewing, if not already in 
progress, as the mouth goes out. 

This period will most likely fall 
in the opening days of December, 
but the first stages will be attend- 
ed by very low barometer and 
change to much warmer, followed 
at first by general and heavy rains. 
Later the rain will turn to a gener- 
al and destructive sleet, and this in 
turn to a real snow storm and bliz- 
zard over northern parts of the 
country.

Robert Brown, of Louisville, was 
elected President; A. H. Sinclair, 
of Georgetown, First Vice-Presi- 
dent; R. E. Riley, of Louisville, 
Secretary. 



The tobacco situation is domi- 
nant with growers of the dark dis- 
trict. And the paramount question 
is: What is best for planters' pres- 
ent and future interst? Evidently 
the question demands careful con- 
sideration for resummation in 
growing the staple and money pro 
ducing article that has become so 
important to the world's trade 
The situation is very strong, al- 
though there is the best and most 
useful crop now in barns that has 
been saved for many years. At the 
same time there will be active de- 
mand that will take it all at better 
prices than for several years past, 
as there are no old stocks lying in 
warehouses to depress prices like 
they have done in the past, fand 
the markets of the world willj-want 
all that was grown this year and 
will pay good values for it, provid 
ed they have the opportunity of 
buyiog it on theopen market as they 
have done in the past. Hence the 
planter should well consider before 
selling to the first buyer that ccmei, 
around, and should well consider 
whether or not it is best to sell 
loose, or prize and put on sale in 
open market, where all buyers can 
have a chance. 

In times past before auction mar- 
kets were established through the 
district prices were not more than 
half what they have been since, 
clearly settling the matter that the 
auction markets have greatly ben- 
efited the growers of tobacco. In 
view of this fact, is it wise to de- 
stroy the means that has built up 
our interest by doing away with 
the open markets? You establish 
a monopoly that means destruction 
to the growers' interest just so soon 
as the auction markets are doue 
away with, in affording the planter 
only the one party to sell to. Heno , 
that means in price just what they 
see fit to offer. Many planters are 
just waiting for some one to come 
along and make an offer, but it be 
5 or 6c, when in other parts of the 
district planters are selling at 8, 
10 and 12c. While there is no 
doubt a relative difference in values 
of dark tobacco there is not a 2 
tor 1 difference between Christian, 
Todd, Logan, Trigg and other 
counties, and Robertson county, 
Tenn. The tobaccos of the dark 
district, as a whole, go to the same 
markets, and used by the same 
people. It reminds one ot ante-bel- 
lun days, when planters shipped to 
New Orleans, when the good, fine 
and common crops were all put to- 
gether and sold in a lump at same 
price, and in some instances at 
different sales the price did not 
pay the freight. Are we drifting 
back to those tiroes in this enlight- 
ened age? Farmers, by all you 
hold dear to yourselves, be up and 
doing, organize into district so- 
cieties, selecting men among your- 
selves to represent you in a district 
organization, and adopt measures, 
where you can best protect your 
industries. The time is at hand 
for action on your part and no one 
else can act for you. But if you 
take action to help yourselves you 
will find ready helpers from the to- 
bacco trade all over the dark dis- 
trict.

matter and manner, and which 
are free from disgusting extrav- 
agance and exaggeration, are 

generally the ones that give the 
best results. If an advertiser 
starts out with an assertion, 
which in substance is that he is 
the only person in the world that 
has any good Plymouth Rocks, 
for instance, tbe reader is likely 
to distrust all that he says, and 
the chances are that he will have 
no dealings with him. The 
would-be buyer has in mind 
some of the old and well-known 
breeders, who have forgotten 
more about Plymouth Rocks 
the advertiser ever knew, 
and concludes that some of the 
old stock is good enough for him. 
Exaggeration excites suspicion, 
and this drives .i-.v.iv custom. 

A reasonable amount of com- 
mendation is desirable, but care 
hould be taken not to overdo 
the matter. Better underrate 
than overrate tbe atock adver- 
tised. People will not believe 
extravagant assertions. The 
character of the publication has 
considerable to do with the art 
of advertising, as well as the 
value of tbe advertisement, and 
the character of the journal is of 
full more consequence than the 
size of its circulation; however, 
the latter is a matter of no small 
moment. Both are sought by 
the advertiser, but of the two, I 
would choose the one having a 
good reputation, even though it 
have a small circulation. 

I think I am safe in saying that 
tbe most important part in suc- 
cessful advertising is persis- 
tency. A whole page advertise- 
ment appearing only at long in- 
tervals is of less value than a 
small card constantly before the 
public. The small card con- 
stantly appearing indicates that 
the breeder has come to say, and 
his persistence wins friends, and 
friends make sales, while spas- 
modic advertising leads people 
to imagine that the advertiser 
has purchased a "jpb lot," which 
he intends to sell out at what he 
get. 

The wise advertiser adapts 
laent to the require- 
ments of his Jbusiness, and he is 
not discouraged if his first sea- 
son's ad vertising does not yield 
him large returns. He expects 
that it will take time to build up 
a trade. Tbe public must be- 
come familiar with his name be- 
fore they care to entrust their 
orders with him. Buyers have 
his word that his stock is good, 
but bow are they to know? His 
name is unfamiliar to them. 
They will wait until next season 
before they try him, and if his 
appears then, they will 
give him a small order. If the 
stock proves to be good, the 
small order lead9 to a large one, 
until after a time bis business 
must be enlarged to meet tbe de- 
mands of his trade.— Monthly 
Poultry Breeder.

Cheap " 
clover cutters have now been in- 
troduced however, which cut 
either dry or green food to tbe 
length of one fourth ofan inch, 
and cut it rapidly. Tbose who 
raise poultry will find that there 
is a great saving in tbe cost of 
food if they will cut coarse food 
line and feed it to the hens as a 
portion of their rations. They 
ill be more thrifty, and lay a 
large number of eggs, while the 
work necessary will occupy but 
short period of time for the 
cutting.

If poultry men and farmers 
would take care of their eggs as 
they should, it should be an easy 
matter for many of them to get 
from three or five cents more 
per dozer) than they are now get- 
ting;, and in many instances ten 
10 twelve cents more could be ob- 
tained. It is quite interesting to 
see what quality of stock the city 
.narkets are eager to pay for. 
We mav look over the market 
quotations in the papers and 
price currents, but many times 
they represent only three-quar- 
ters of the price that can be se- 
cured for strictly fancy fresh 
eggs. 

Now to get these extra prices, 
jt should be well understood that 
the eggs must be all right, not a 
single bad egg must ever go in, 
for just so sure as a poor egg is 
found, the deal is off. 

'There are hundreds of fami- 
lies in all of the small cities, and 
in the villages they may be found 
by the score — who are ready and 
anxious to pay a premium for 
eggs that are known to be fresh, 
but stale eggs are bad things to 
do business with, in fact you 
can't do business with tbem at 
all. There is no one that wants 
to pay or will pay any fancy 
price /or eggs, when they have 
got to break every one in a dish 
by itself, to see if it is lit to use. 
Neither do they want to go above 
the market price for small or 
dirty eggs. 

remember very well while 
handling eggs a few years ago, 
that I had one man in particular 
who furnished me with about 
thirty dozen a week, and I am 
sure there were not more than six 
dozen in the lot but what had 
more or less dirt on them, 
tried to persuade him to clean 
them, but he said he had not the 
time, and could get no more for 
tbem if cleanad, and that, if I did 
not want them, the other buyers 
would gladly take them. Now 
such stock can never be made to 
look as clean and bright as that 
which is cleaned at once when 
taken from the nest, or better, 
never allowed to become soiled. 
And these people who are not 
particular to have their eggs in 
marketable condition are gener- 
ally the ones who are as apt to 
put in stale eggs as fresh ones. 

There are many farmers keep- 
ing from one to two hundred 
hens, who never sort or clean 
any of their eggs. But these are 
just the persons, who, wit! 

ttle extra care, should be a 
to get the fancy prices, for w 
the large number of heus, 
would be an easy natter to fill a 
case in a very few days, and with 
nice, clean eggs of uniform size 
and color. 

Different markets prefer par- 
ticular colored eggs. Most New 
England markets pay a few cents 
extra for eggs of a uniform 
brown color. Other markets 
demand pure white eggs. We 
often hear people say, "What 
difference does it make about the 
color of the shell?" Well, it 
makes a good deal of difference, 
if we are able to get five or ten 
cents more per dozen for eggs 
of a certain color. It may seem 
like a foolish fancy but it pays to 
cater to people's fancies when 
we are selling them goods. If 
you are keeping Plymouth Rocks 
or some other breed that lays 
brown eggs, and your market 
pays a little extra for white ones, 
it would be wise to make a 
change in breed, or it certainly 
would be a better policy to at- 
tempt to change the taste of the 
consumers. 

All markets unite in paying 
Dnly the highest prices for such 
is are of good size, not neces- 
sarily over-large. 

It is plain to be seen, then, that 
to Becure these facy prices, pure- 
bred stock— or that which is 
very nearly so — must be kept, so 
as to have the eggs uniform in 
.size and color. Then if the eggs 
kept clean and marketed 
while fresh it will 
thing to get a premium on them, 



Cats, Rats And Mice. 

These three play havoc with 
the poultryman, and often try to 
take the management of the 
plant into their own hands, 

Theciatsare such innocent look- 
ing creatures that we fail to give 
them their just verdict. A cat 
will eat small chickens by the 
dozen, and larger ones will also 
go to help satisfy her hunger. 
Kven larger ones than you would 
expect are taken by an old ex- 
perienced cat. Cats are sly and 
seldom are caught in the act of 
catching chicks; yet most every 
cat will bear watching. A good 
cat is a valuable aid to a breeder; 
a bad cat is a valuable (?) loss to 
him. It is quite a temptation to 
a cat, whose nature it is to prey 
upon such living animals, even 
if it never before had taken 
chicks. So a cat is always a sus- 
ous character to have around 
among the chicks, and the first 
one that it catches is your most 
prized chick, or at least one of 
your best. If they once get in 
thehibitof killing chicks you 
will have a task that is a hard 
if you can cure them of it.

You 
can easily kill the cats, as they 
can't hide so easily as rats. Of 
course cats are quick and sly, 
yet you can get rid of them if 
you want to. Now to get rid of 
rats when once they get a good 
a job. In the first place 
p all old rubbish, such as 
briar and weed patches and brush 
piles along the fences. Leave 
no place to hide. You can 
poison them if there is no danger 
of killing anything else. Traps 
work well for a time, but gener- 
ally the last few are pretty 
scary and afraid. Cats will soon 
clean them

point is to allow them no place to 
stay such as the brush piles.etc, 
mentioned above. Rat Terrier 
Dogs are excellent rat extermi- 
nators, as recommended by 
others.

continuance of the postoffices at 
Church Hill, The Square and Be 
erly, and stating further that if I 
concurred in this recommendation 
to write the postoffice department 
specifically naming the offices to ' 
discontinued. 1 immediately {Through 
the Hopkinsvillc papers, notified the 
people interested in these offices of 
the request made of me, in order 
that objection, if any, might be 
made to their discontinuance. S 
eral days thereafter I received 
vers letters and two petitions sigi 
by numerous persons protest 
against the offices at Church Hill 
and Beverly being abolished, 
forwarded these to the Postofii 
Department with a letter from tr 
self, declining to concur in M 
Rising's recommendation that 
these offices be discontinued. Or 
the 1 7th of October I received 2 
letter from the General Superinten 
dent of Free Delivery , System, ac- 
knowledging receipt Of petitions of 
protest, and stating that Rural 
Free Delivery service would not be 
established from Hopkinsville un- 
less the offices at Church Hill, Cal- 
edonia, Beverly and The Square 
could be abolished. 

Seeing that this ruling of the De- 
partment presented the proposition 
.squarely that the establishment o| 
»Free Delivery would depend upon 
these offices being abolished. I im- 
mediately, by letters and thrdtgh 
the Hopkinsville papers, notified 
the parties interested that 1 would 
be in Hopkinsville to investigate 
the matter with the view of doinj> 
what appealed to me to be the best 
for the greatest number of people.

Can you afford to experiment with unknown and un- 
tried britLds of Feitilizers. when you can get right 
herejwhat you know to be good?
